N our BEE N° XLIV, we gave curReaders a 
Copy of the Bill to prevent the Intamous 
Practice of Stoc!:- Jobbing. 

This Bill, in its troceedure thro’ the 
Houfe af Commons, met with Jitde or no 
Oppofition ’tiil it came to the third Read- 
ing: Rut upon its being re ad the third 
ime, and the Queftion for its paling mov 1 for, [V---m 
7——/-, Eta; one of the Memb, rs for #7---the in /ent, flood 
uD, and fpoke in Subftance as follows, wre. 

" Sir, There is, in my Opinion, a very 
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, nds, a Gentleman may feil his Effate, a Merchant o¢ 
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ot his Property by a Bargain for Time, or in whatever 
Manner he pleafes: But by this Bill the Creditors of the 
Publick, thofe who have put their Truft in the Publick 
raith, are to be laid under a particular Reftraint; a Re- 
{traint which they were no way fubjeét to when they lent 
heir Money to the Publick: From henceforth they mut 
not difpofe of their Property, but in the particular Manner 
by this Bill prefcribed ! 

‘ Lam, Sir, as great an Enemy to Stock-jobbing as any 
Gentleman in this Houfe, and for preventing that pernici- 
ous Practice, I fhall be glad to join in any Meafures 
which are not deftructive of Publick Credit, and injur- 
ous to private Perfons, with refpect to the free Ufe of 
their Property ; but, as I think the Meafures propofed 
by this Bill will certainly be deftructive of the one, and 
injurious to the other, therefore I cannot let it pafs with- 
out taking the Liberty of offering my Objections againtt 
If, 

‘It is in all Cafes a great Hardfhip put upon People 
to fubject them to Penalties which may often by meer Igno- 
rance be incurred ; but in this Cafe, the Hardfhip 1s the 
greater, becaufe there are many Proprietors of the Publick 
Funds, particularly Women, who cannot be prefumed 
to be Readers of Aéts of Parliament : They put an en- 
tire Confidence in their Brokers, and, if the Broker hap- 
pens to neglect fome of the Forms prefcribed, the mot 
innocent 1 erfons may be brought under great Penalties. 
Nay, [ may fay, that if this Bill paffes into a Law, 
will always be in the Power of two or three Brokers to 
furbject thofe that employ them to the fevere Penalties to 
be enacted by this Bill; for if two Brokers fhould com- 
bine together, and enter in their Books a Bargain fot 
Time, as made between two of their Correfpondents, 
they might eafily get a third Perfon to combine with 
them, and to inform againft the prefumed Buyer and 
seller; the Brokers Books fworn to by the Brokers, 
whom they ufually employed, would be a ftrong Proof 
avainit them; and thus two innocent Men might 
brought to fuffer feverely for an Agreement which had 
never entered into either of their Heads. 

* It often happens, Sir, that a Gentleman, who forefees 
that he fhall have Ufe for his Money in three or four 
Months ‘Time, is well fatisfied with the Price his Stock 
then bears; he cannot then fell out his Stock for ready 
¢ Moneys 
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Money, becaufe he does not know what to do with his 
Money in the mean time: But as the Law now ftands, 
he may take Advantage of the then current Price of Stock, 
he may fell it out at that Price, or perhaps at an advan- 
ced Price, to be delivered only when he knows he fhall 
have Occafion for the Money; this he acquaints his 
Broker of, and the Broker may probably find him out 
a Man who likes the then current Price, and expects 
Money to be thrown into his Hands in three or four 
Months, which he refolves to employ in that Fund: In 
this Cafe the Buying and Selling for Time ts convenient 
for both, and it is not to be queftioned, but, that many 
are encouraged to become Purchafers of Stock upon this 
very Account ; therefore the forbidding of any fuch Agree- 
ment for the future, will not only prove to be an Inconve- 
nience to many, who are now poflefled of Stock, but will 
prevent fome People’s becoming Purchafers, which, of Con- 
fequence, will do harm to the Publick Credit of the Na- 
tion, 

‘It is well known, Sir, that the chief Support of the 
Credit of our Publick Funds is owing to the ready Ac- 
cefs People have, at all Times, to the Money they have 
there lodged ; but this ready Accefs will, by this Bill, be 
made very precarious to all thofe who fhall hereafter be 
obliged to fell at once all the Property they have in any 
particular Fund: For, if the Purchafer fhould fail to com- 
ply with his Agreement, the Seller cannot, upon the 
transfer Day, compound the Difference with him, and 
fell out his Stock to another, in order to raife the Mo- 
ney he has immediate Ufe for: No, he muft fue the 
Man he fells to, and for that End he muft make a 
Transfer of his Stock, which Transfer muft ftand upon 
the Books during the whole Continuance of the Suit ; he 
cannot, in the mean Time, fell his Stock to another, for 
if he did fo, he would not be able to fhew, at the Trial, 
that he had made a fpecificial Performance on his Part, 
and confequently he would be non-fuited, and obliged to 
pay Cofts. This, Sir, will be a moft intolerable Grievance 
upon all the Proprietors of our Publick Funds, and will 
make many of them refolve to turn their Money to fome 
other Ufe, 

‘I muft be of Opinion, that the making a Law to pre- 
vent Men’s coming to an amicable Compofition of any 
Difference that may be between them, feems to me fome- 
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thing extraordinary. This will be fucha Difcouragement, 
that no Man, I believ e, will chufe to becomea + urchafer of 
any of our Funds, when he knows that he cannot after. 
wards fell out his Stock, without expofing himfelf to the 
. Dange sr of being inv: dead in a Law-fuit, to which he 

r Law exprefily prohibited to put any End, by an 
amic inidie Agreement. And if a Purchafer fhould, by any 
a ment, be difabled to comply with the Purchake 

* had made, but was willing to pay down, in ready 
Monti, the Difterence, which might not, perhaps, amount 
to five Pounds, it would be very hard to oblige him to 
tar id out a Law-fuit to the very laft, which w ould coft 
¢ ] nim, at leaft, treble that Money, 

That, Sir, of obliging a Man to anfwer upon Oath, 
in a Cafe where great Penalties may be inciariedy feems 
likewile to me to be a very new and a very extraordinary 
« Sort of Claufe: It is no way confonant to the Spirit of 
é our Laws, to oblige any Man to accufe himfelf; and as 
it lays 2 Foundation for every Perton, that pleafes to be 
‘ fo malicious, to bring a Bill in Chancery againft any 
Man, who is, or ever was poffeffed of any of our Publick 
Funds; it will confequently be a great Difcouragement 
to any Man’s becoming a Purchafer, or continuing to be 
a Proprie tor of thofe Funds, and will of courfe tend to the 
Deftruction of all Publick Credit. 

Another Hardfhip I Shall take Notice of, is, Sir, that 
‘ if this Bill paties, no Man, for the future, can employ 
¢ a Merchant to buy or fll Stock for him ; for if a Mer- 

chant fhould be employed, and fhould charge Commil- 
fion tor his T rouble, he auld incur fome of the Pe- 
nalties of this Bill, unlefS he kept a regular Book, and 
fairly serene therei in all fuch Tranfactions, in the 
fame Manner as Brokers are by this Bill obliged to do.

the | roprietors or Dealers in any of our publick Securities : 
The Words of it.are fo general, that I do not know but 
thet even Navy Bills, and Contraéts for furnifhing the 
Navy with } rovifions, will be comprehended ; and if they 
are, the ufual W ay of Dealing in fuch Affairs will be en- 
tircly prevented, which may be of dangerous Confeguence 
to the Nation ; for it is well known, that thof: who con- 
tract for furnifhing the Navy with Provifions, feldony oi 
ever have as much Money of their own as is fillies t for 
making good the Contracts they enter into. It is ufual 
fora Man who kas not, perhaps, 10,000/, of his own, 
to contract for furnifhing the Navy with 40,000 Pounds 
worth of Provifions and i in fuch Cafes, the Method always 
hitherto obferved, | 5. for the Contraéter, as foon as he has 
mode fuch Contrag&t, to go to fome monied Man, who fur- 
nifhes him with what Money he ftands in need of, upon his 
becon ning bound for the Money advanced with Intereft from 
a 1¢ Date, and obli iging himfelt to deliver Navy Bills, at the 
rice then agreed on, equal to the principal Money then 
advaneed, and the Intereft that fhall in the mean time 
Yrow due, 
: 7 het Bills, Sir, IT look onas publick Securities, be- 
fe they are ger hale every Year provided for. by Par- 
li ment, and therefore I take them to be within the gene- 
ral Words of this Bill; and as all fuch Bills vary a 
creat deal in their Price, infomuch, Sir, that I have known 
them at five and forty per Cent. Difcount, it will for 
he future be impofible for thofe who contract for fur- 
nifhing the Navy with Provifions, to enter into any fuch 
Aereement with any monied Man whatever, confquent- 
‘'y no Man can hereafter contra for furnifhing the Na- 
vy with more Provifions than he can purchafe with his 
own Money, which will of courfe make the providing 
for the Navy much more difficult than heretofore. This, 
Sir, is one very great [nconvenience which ‘muft arife 
from this Bill, but there are fo many others, that, in 
My Oninion, che Title of the Bill ought to be altered, 
and inftcad of calling it a Bill for preventing the fcan- 
dulous Pra@ice of Stock- jobbing, it ought to be called, 
a Bill for the deftroying of publick Credit. . 
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Sir Fmt B mm d then 
Sir f——n B a’s rofe up, and fpoke to the Efea 
Speech as follows, viz. * I did not offer, 
‘ Sir, to rife up fooner, becaufe as 
we are now upon the third Reading of this Bill, againt 
which there were few or no Objeét ons made in any /’art 
of its Progrefs throush this Houfe, I was willing to hear 
all the Objeétions that were to be made againtt it, be- 
fore [ rofe up to anfwer, that I might thereby give you 
as little Trouble as pofiible. I am, indeed, furprifed to 
hear any Gentleman fav, that there was upon any Occa- 
fion fuch a Noife in the Houfe that he could not be heard: 
It is true, when a Bill is a paffing, which is thought to 
be a Bill of Courfe, there are -but few Gentlemen give 
great Attention to it, and upon fuch Occations, when 
Gentlemen are not otherwife imployed, they will fall 
a talking with one another, which muft of courfe occa- 
fion fome little Noife in the Houfe. But eyery Gentle- 
man knows, that upon any fuch Occafion, whoever in- 
clines to fpeak to the Bill in Hand, may rife up and 
call to the Chair: It is then the Duty of the Chair to 
order Silence, and then the Houfe will become attentive 
to the Gentleman who is to fpeak. This is the Method 
of Proceeding in this Houfe, and this, Sir, you have always 
taken a proper Care to fee pundtually obferved. 
‘ I with, Sir, with all my Heart, that the Gentlemen 
had made their Objections to this Bill when it was before 
the Committee, for then it might have been made to their 
own Liking, if it be poffible to make any fuch Bill to 
their Liking. When any Bill is brought into this Houte, 
itis ufual for all Gentlemen who have a mind that fome 
Bill of that Nature fhould pafs, to make their Objections 
to the Parts they find Fault with, either upon the fecond 
Reading, or upon its being committed ; becaufe, that 
their Objections be well-founded, fuch Amendments may 
be then made to the Bill, as may obviate all Objections 
that can be reafonably made againft it; But when Gen- 
tlemen have no mind that any Bill of that Nature fhould 
pais, it, is well known that they referve all their Objecti- 
ons to the very laft, in order to throw out the Bill upon 
its third Reading: For this Reafon I muft, Sir, have fome 
Sufpicion, that thofe Gentlemen, who now begin to make 
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‘ would effectually put an End to the Practice of Stock- 
* jobbing. 

‘I find, Sir, it is granted upon all Hands, that the Pra- 
@ice of Stock-jobbing is pernicious to the Trade, and to 
the People of this Naticn: This then is an Evil that 
ought to be remedied if poffible ; and by the Bill now be- 
fore us, we are, at leaft we propofe to remedy this Evil, 
Now, Sir, in all fuch Cafes, it is certain that no Reme- 
dy can be propofed, but what will be attended with fome 
Inconveniencies, and therefore we are to confider on which 
Side the Ballance lies ; whether the Inconveniencies, reme- 
died by the Law propofed, are more confiderable than the 
Inconveniencies that may be occafioned thereby, or if the 
laft be more confiderzble than the firft? If we judge that 
the firft are the moft confiderible, we are furely to pafs 
the Rill, notwithftanding thofe Inconveniencies that may 
be occafioned thereby: If we judge that the laft are the 
moft confiderable, we are to throw out the Bill, and 
rather continue under the former Evil than fubject ourfelves 
toagreater. This, Sir, is certainly the proper Rule to 
judge by in the prefent Cafe, and therefore, by this Rule 
let the Bill now before us be tried. 

* The many bad Confequences of Stock-jobbing are, I 
believe, well known, and that it is high time to put 
an end to that infamous Praétice, is, what, I hope, 
moft Gentlemen in this Houfe are convinced of. It is 
a Lottery, or rather a Gaming-houfe, publickly fet up 
in she Middle of the City of London, by which the Heads 
of our Merchants and Tradefmen are turned from get- 
ting a Livelihood, or an Eftate by the honeft Means of 
Induftry and Frugality, and are inticed to become Game- 
fters by the Hopes of getting an Eftate at once. It is, 
Sir, not only a Lottery, but a Lottery of the very worft Sort, 
becaufe it is always in the Power of the principal Managers 
to beftow the benefit Tickets as they have a mind. It 
is but lately fince, by the Arts and Practices of S-ock- 
Jobbing, the Ea(f? India Stock was run up to 200 fer Cent. 
and in a little Time after it tumbled down again below 
1503; feveral Millions were loft and won by this fingle 
Job, many poor Men were undone ; fo barefaced were 
fome Men at that Time, in the infamous Practice of Stock- 
Jobbing, that after that Stock began to fall, they fo'd it 
cheaper for Time than for ready Money, which no Man 
would have done, unlefs h¢ had been made acqua nted 
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with the Secret which came afterwards to be unfolded, 
but was then known to a very few. 
‘ We know, Sir, how apt Mankind are in their own 
Natures to become Gamefters, but in this Game of Stock. 
jobbing, our Merchants, Tradefmen, and Shopkeepers 
are prompted, not only by their own Inclinations, but 
alfo by fome of their Acquaintance, who have then up 
the Trade of being Brokers in Exchange Alley. It is na- 
tural for Men to endeavour to make the moft of the 
Bufinefs they purfue ; and where there are fuch a Num- 
ber of Brokers, we may believe that fome of them do 
endeavour to perfuade all thofe of their Acquaintance to 
become Stock-jobbers. “he Broker comes perhaps to the 
Merchant, and talks to him of the many Fatigues and 
Dangers, the great Trouble, and the fmall Profits that 
are in his Way of Trade ; and after having doneal le 
can to put the Man out of Conceit with his own Bu- 
finefs, which is often too eafily effectuated ; he then tells 
him, that if he will allow him to dig for him in the 
rich Mine of Exchange Alley, he may get more for him 
in a Day, than he could get by his Trade in a Twelve- 
month. Thus the Merchant is perfuaded ; he engages, 
he goes on for fome ‘Time, but never knows what he 
is a doing ’till he is quite undone: His juft Creditors are 
furprifed ; what, fay they, this Man hada good Stock to 
begin with, he has had a good Trade for feveral Years, 
he never lived extravagantly ; what is become of his 
Effects and Money? They enquire, they fearch into his 
Affairs, and at laft afi they find out, that the whole 
was gamed away by his Brokerin Exchange Alley. 
This, Sir, may, = what I know, increafe ‘publick 
Credit for a Tine, but J am fure i it is a great Diicou- 
ragement to Trade, which is the chief, the only folid 
Support of publick Credit; and it isthe Ruin of all pri- 
Vate Credit, it deftroys that mutual Faith ainong Mer- 
chants, by which only our Trade can be made to profper 
and flourifh. This, Sir, is a domeftick Evil; an Evil, 
which, tho’ fatal in its Confequences, yet does not pet 
haps, immediately draw any Money out of the Nation 5 
bur there is a foreign Evi! attending t the Game of Stocks 
bbing, by which the Nation may be plundered of great 
Suns of Money at once. It is by the Means ot Stock- 
jobbing always in the Power of eve: y foreign Court 0 
aife Contributions on thi: Nation whencve:z they pleafe - 
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They have mo more to do, but to fend over, and orde™ 
a vreat deal of Stock to be fold out at the current Pric® 
for Time, then raifean Alarm of the Pretender, or fome 
fuch Alarm, by which they may make all our publick 
Funds fall perhaps 20 per Cent, and fo purchafe in Stock 
20 per Cent, cheaper thai 1 they fold, in order to perform 
their Part of the Contracts they had before made for Time. 
EBs, Sir, ony may make a Eavedi tof the Fall of our 
publick Funds, and as they know be!t when the Alarm will 
blow over, they may make a new Harveft of their Rife. 

Thefe, Sir, are but a few of the many Inconvenien- 
Cies that arife by Stock-jobbing. Give me leave now to 
examine thofe Inconveniencies which ’tis pretended will 
be occafioned by the pafling of this Bill into a Law : 
As to the real and honeft Creditors of the Publick, I 
have as great a Regard for that Faith which ought to 
be preferved towards them as any Gentleman whatever ; 
I thall never be for doing ig any thing, that may leflen their Se- 
curity as to the Payment either of their | -rincipal or in- 
tereft, and I with that every Gentleman in ths Houfe 
were of the fame Mind. But can it be faid, that the 
making fuch Regulations as the publick Good requires 
for the tran: ferring of their Propet ty from one to ano- 
ther, is any Impeachment of the publick Faith? The pre- 
venting of Stock-jobbing is fo far from being a Rreach 
of publick Faith, that I am fure it tis what all h- 
neft Creditors of the Publick wifh and defire: And as 
there is nothing in the Bill that can be a Hardthip up- 
esas P fair Purchafer or Seller, it will be fo far from be- 
ing deftruétive to publick Credit , that it will rather in- 
Creafe it, becaufe it will make every Man’s Property in tte 
pudlickh Funds more certain and invariable ; for all thofe 
who nave no other Aim but to i their jJividc nis P N= 
Ctually, 2nd to have their principal Monev fecercs, chute

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* To pretend, Sir, that by this Bill Men may be fub- 


jected to great Penalties by the Perjury and Confpiracy 
of two or three Brokers, is another Objection for which 
there is no Foundation; for againft Perjuries and Con- 
fpiracies there can be no Guard but that of a fair Trial 
by an honeft Jury; by fuch a Trial any fuch Confpi- 
racy might probably be difcovered; it would be almoft 
impoMible for three Rogues to concert their Story fo to- 
gether, but that the Confpiracy would be difcovered 
by examining them apart, and crofs-queftioning each, 
in the Manner ufual at all Trials; fo that this too ts 
nothing but an imaginary Evil; and is as ftrong an 
Obiccton againtt every penal Law, that ever was, or 
ever cai be enacted, as it is againft the Bill now before

‘ There is nothing in this Bill, Sir, that can oblige any 
Maa to ge to Law, either as Plaintiff or Defendant, con- 
trary te his Inc!'nations, or that can prevent his making 
up ary Differcnce there mav be between him and another ; 
for tho’ the Buyer of the Stock may not perhaps be able 
to pay for the Stock he had bought, becaufe of fome Dit- 
appointment he has in the mean Time met with, yet it 
is not to be prefumed, that he will not be able to pay the 
Ditference in ready Money, and if he can pay that in 
ready Money at the Books, cannot he immediately fell 
out the Stock to another at the then current Price, and 
thereby raife the reft of the Money, which he may or- 
der to be delivered to the Man who fold to him? May 
not every Bargain be thus fpecificially periormed, if the 
Parties are inclined fo to do? In this the only Incon- 
venience is, that there muft be a double Transfer, which 
is performed with fo little Trouble or Expence, that, I

the {}:ppointments which fome of the Publick Creditors 
may meet with in the Sale of their Properties, which 
will certainly be much aggravated by this Bill: Suppofe a 
Man enters into an Agreement for the Purchafe of a 
Land Efate, and covenants to pay the Price againft fuch 
2Day under a great Penalty; for enabling him to per- 
form his Agreement he fells out 10,000/. of his Stock, 
to be delivered fome few Davs before that Day on which 
he is, by his Covenant, obliged to pay for his Eftate: 
S: ppofe the Purchafer of the Stock does not come to ac-

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as to the Performance on the Seller’s Part, is any way 
altered by this Bill, He is not by this Bill obliged to 
keep the Stock fold, in his Pofleffion, any longer than

prefles,) who make much greater Difpatch than the Go- 
vernment Exprefles can do, becaufe they are generally 
much better paid, and better appointed for that Purpofe. 
‘I muft fay, Sir, that the late Practices in the Laff India 
Stock, were really fomething furprifing; there might 
perhaps be foine, who vpon its Rife bought only witha 
View of felling out again at an advanced Price ; but I am 
perfuaded there were others who bought even at the high- 
eft Price with an honeft Intention, and without any other 
View but that of holding the Stock they bought, and take 
ing their Dividends as they fhould become due.

The State of LITERATURE i7 foreign Parts. 


Hier Anctenne des Egypiiens, &e. (that is, The Ancient 
Hiftory of the Egyptians, &c.) by Mr. Rollin, Vol. UL 
Ve have in former Bees given jrveral Extracts of the tw 
frit Volumes of this Work, we come now to the third Volume. 
The Defign of our Author was, that this third Volume 
fhould contain the Hiftory of the Perfians and the Grecian 
from the Reign of Darius I. to the End of the Pelspor 
nefian War. He found however, his Subject fo cop.ovs 
beyond his Expeétation, that he thought fit to conclude 
with the nineteenth Year of that War. This Volume, 
which contains the Sixth Book of the Whole Work, § 
divided into fix Chapters, and cach Chapter fubdivided inte 
feveral Sections, . 
Our Author, before he enters upon the Work itfelf, gives 
bis Keaders fome Preliminary Obfervations, neccflary 1 4 
vd them a general Idea of this Branch of Hiftory, accom 
vucd with Refle@ions, which fhew them what Advan 
tage 
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tages may be made of it. He ends this Difcourfe with 2 brief 
Account of the Lacedemonians from the firft Eftablifhment of 


their Kings to the Reign of Darius I. and then proceeds 


to his Hiftory. 

The Name of Darius, whic h we find by Flerodetus, fig- 
nifies a Revenger, in the Perfian “Vongue, was aflumed by 
Ochus: and his Defien there: in Was probably to denote, that 
he was refolved ftrenuoufly to oppofe all Attempts, of what- 
ever Nature, againit him, and particularly to puritan the 
Prefumption of the fictitious Smerdis, His Reton began 
A. M. 3483, and lafted to 3519. He was no (ooner placed 
upon the Throne, than he fet upon bringing the Affairs of 
the feveral Provinces, which were fubject to the Crown of 
Perfia, into a due Order, and upon regulating the method 
of collecting and difpenting the : ublick Revenue. ‘Tho’ he 
proceeded in this with a great deal of Prudence and Mo- 
deration, his Endeavours had the Fortune to meet with the 
entire Approbation of his subjects. 

Our Author, after having given an Account of Darius’s 
Edict in Percus of the Jew s,which he has taken from the sth 
and 6th Chapter of Ezra, goes on to give an Account of 
the Revolt of Babylon, which began in the fifth Year of 
his Reign, and ended in the Reduction of that Place. ‘The 
Scythian Expedition following next, in the Hittory of this 
Prin ice, Our Author, to prepaie his Readers for the better 
underftandi ling of it, gives them a fhort Account of that 
People, out of Piivudetax: and other Authors, and then cames 
to the Hiftory itfelf.

He made a Bridge of Beats, over which he paffed shat 
River, and, he wing left a Body of “Troops to fecuse Con 
tinued his Ma: rch to Scythia. FI he Seihians finding they 
Were not in a Condition fairly to oP; fe fo formidable 4: 
-Nemy, had recourfe to Stiatagem, TP bev frit fucured ther 
Families and their Cattle, by removing them to their mis 
hortherly Regions; and then, having 
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Water, and ruined the Forage wherever the Perfans wer, 
to pafs, they marched to meet them, as if they defigned to 
give them Battle. ‘This however, was not their Intent, for 
90 fooner was the Enemy prepared for the Attack, on 
they retreated, and fo led them on from one County to 
another, continually haraffed, and almoft perifhing for want 
of neceflary Subfiftence. Thefe Marches and Retreats were 
no great Hardfhip to the Scythians, who were accuftome: 
to them, ond had no fettled Place of Habitation ; but j: 
wore out the Perfans to fuch a degree, that they were obi; 
ged to turn back. The Scythiazs, who knew the Country, 
got to the Danube long before them, and would have de. 
bauched the Troops, which guarded the Bridge to deftro, 
it, and afiert their own Liberty. Thefe Troops made ; 
fhew of complying, and began to break the Bridge ; but th 
Seythians being retired. they repaired it again, ‘waited the 
coming of Darius, and marched with him into Thrace. Thu 
ended this Expedition into Scythia, without any Advantage 
to the Perfians, and the Scythians, in their Turn, made an 
Inroad into Thrace, ravaging and deftroyinz whatever be- 
longed to the Perfians: Darius left j-art of his Troops in 
that Country to purfué his Conquells, but he himfelf, re- 
paifed the Bo/phorus, and fpent, not only the Winter, but 
the beft Part of the next Year at Sardis, 
Our Author would now proceed to the Jndian War, but, 
as the Circumftances of it are not recorded in Hiftory, ss 
inmned with obferving, from Herodotus, that a great Part 
of that Country was conquered by Dari: s in the thirteenth 
r of his Reign. The Revolt of the Joxians, is but jul 
nentioned by Mr. Re//iz, and then he proceeds: ‘¢ Darius’s 
f xpedition ag: sini the Greeés, an Enterprize he had refoly- 
ed upon at the Be ‘ginning of his Reign. Dartus firft fent 
his Son-in-law Mardonxius, Commander. in chief of all the 
Masitime Parts of Afa into Greece > But this young Off- 
cet nting Experience for an Undert: aking which was at- 
tende 4 Vet Eo much Difficulty; or, as Mr. Roilin obferves, 
having in Quality of Son-in-law to the King, much Cre 
iit, but little Mer it, futtained feveral confiderable Loffes in 
his Pailage thro’ Thrace, and obliged Darius to recal him, 
and give the Command to Datis, a Mede, and Artephernts 
hi ee, hew. Mr. Rollin introduces this Part of his Hi tory: 
by giving his Readers an Tdea of the State of Athens, when 
this War was begun, and by laying before them the Cha- 
radters of three of their Men of the createft Note 3 that 
ime. 
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Time. That Republick was then in a quiet Pofleffion of 
its Libetries, after having been wbove thirty Years fub- 
ject to Pififratus and his two Sons, Afi/iiades, who had 
been Governor of a Colony in Cherfonefus in Thrace, but 
left that Employ and returned to Athens, diftinguifhed him- 
felf above all others in this War with the Perfiens.  Ari- 
fides, who had contributed very much to the reftoring of 


his Country to its Liberties, was a worthy Patriot, and 


juttly reckoned one of the greatcit Men of his Time. The- 
mifocles, tho’ of a Character very different from the for- 
mer, was no lefs ferviceabie to his Country. 

It was a Cuftom among the Perfians, when they required 
the Submifiion of any lace to their Government, to fend 
and demand kerth and [ater of them. Darixs, in Com- 
pliance with this Cuftom, fent Heralds into all Parts of Greece, 
to make this Demand; many Cities readily complied, 
but the Spartans and Athenians received his Meflage with 
Contempt, and treated his Hera'ds with Severity: This done, 
Darius fent his two Generals with Orders to plunder and 
burn Eretria and Athens, to deftroy their Temples, and to 
fend the Inhabitants captive into Perfia. The former of 
thefe two Cities furrendered, after which the Per/ians march- 
ed to Marathow, a {mall City on the Sca-fhore, from whence 
they fent an Account of their Succefs to Athens, thinking 
the Athenians would be thereby intimidated to a Surrender, 
without abiding a Siege ; they were miftaken ; The Per/:- 
an Army confifted of an Hundred thoufand Foot, and Ten 
thoufand Horfe ; the Athenians could mufter no more than 
Ten thoufand Men, under the Command of ‘Ten Officers, 
of whom Miltiades was the Chief. Ariflides forefeeing, the 
Inconveniencies which would neceffarily attend the daily 
Change of the Commanding Officer, propofed the giving 
the chief Command to Miltiades, to which the reft gave 
their Confent. It was then brought into Debate, whether 
they fhould expect the Perfians in Athens, or take the Field 
to meet them, and the Refolution fell for the latter. This 
Refolve being put into Practice, they chofe an advantageous 
Spot of Ground, and attacked their Enemy with fuch In- 
trepidity and Conduét, as foon determined the Victory. 
The Perfians were routed, and endeavouring to recover 
their Ships for their Security, were fo clofely purfued by 
the Athenians, that they took feven Ships, and {et Fire to 
feveral more. The Perfians loft in this Aétion above Six 
thoufand Men, befides thofe who were drowned and burnt

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in the Ships; whereas the Athenians did not lofe above 
Two hundred. The News of this Defeat made Darius te. 
folyo to march againft the Grecians himfelf with all his 
Forces. He had fpent three whole Years in preparing for 
th giand Defign, when a Revolt in Egypt interrupted 
him. Disdorus the Sicilian fays, Darius marched himflf 
againft the Egyptians, to quell this Rebellion; but Hered; 
tus, to whom Mr. Rolin feems to give more Credit, fays, 
he only defigned to fend a Body of his Troops to reduce 
Eypt, and refolved to march himfelf at the Head of a m- 
merous Army againft the Grecians. 

Before the Kings of Perfia marched upon any confidera- 
ble Expedition, it was cuftomary for them to nominate 
their Succeffor. Darius had three Wives, by whom he had 
a great Number of Children of both Sexes, and tn particu- 
lar had three Sons by his firft Wife, and four by. Atofa, 
The Eldeft by the former was Artabazanes, and by the 
latter Xerxes, who was born after his Father. came to the 
Throne. ‘The Conteft was between thefe two, but after 
fome Difpute, Darius decided it in Favour of the latter, 
for the Reafon juft mentioned. There has been a Diffe- 
rence among Authors, whether this Conteft was ended be- 
fore or after the Demife of Derivs ; but this Demife put 
an End at leaft to the two prajeéted Expeditions. To con- 
clude this Chapter, our Author gives his Reader a fhort enu- 
meration of Darius’s Virtues and Vices, and fays, that his 
moft tranicendent Glory confifted in his contributing to 
the Protection of the //raclites, and the Reftoration of the 
Temple of Fferufalem.
